Fruit-growers have long since realized 
that they may grow fruits successfully, 
cheapiy and in abundance; but owing to 
many and various causes the finatcial re- 
sult may be a failure from his inability to 


the shipment, and sometimes requires an 
extra assessment te pay freight charges 
and commissions, etc. As with the decidu- 
ous fruits, so with the citrus fruits, there 
are many localities producing the most de- 
liclous oranges, but entirely too tender for 
transportation tu distant markets. In 
Fayal and Freceira it has ceased to be ex- 
potted, not being able to compete with 
oranges sent from other countries in the 
marké@ts of England, the only markets really 
within reach of so delicate a truit.

‘Chance for American Commerce — 
What Heury M. Stanley Has to 
Say of the Congo Kiver and Its 
Country. 


{Boston Trans -ript. | 

Since. the discoveries and explora- 
tions of Dr. Livingstone and Henry M. 
Stanley, Africa has become a very im- 
portant part of the five divisions of 
the globe on which we live. The eyes 
of the civilized world are turned 
toward Africa. Enterprising mer- 
chants are looking toward that dark 
continent to see how they can promote 
commerce and increase their wealth. 
And since the formation and organiza- 
tion of the *“Congo Free State.”’ under 
the dominion of Leopold II of Bel- 
gium., all eyes are locking to the Congo 
Valiey. The Congo River was never 
knowy tothe world until Mr. Stanley 
explored its whole length from Lake 
Tanganyika to its entrance into the At- 
lantic Ocean. This vast waterway is 
compared with other rivers by Henry 
M. Stanley as _ follows: “The 
Rhine? Why tbe Rhine, even in. 
its picturesque parts, is only{a 
mi i¢ miniature of the Lower 
Congo. ‘he Mississippi? The Congo 
is one and a half times larger than the 
Mississippi. and certainly from eight 
to 10 times wider. You may take your 
choice of a dozen channels, aud you 


will see more beautiful vegetation on 


| the Congo than on the American river.

The opening of the Congo Basin to 
commerce will open it also for civiliza- 
tion and evangelization, and these will 
go hand in hand to give value and 
premanency to commerce, for success- 
ful commerce must have a moral basis. 
Thoseen rising merchants from Nwe 
England who go to the Congo Valley 
to make their fortune will find quite a 
number of mission stations on the 
Lower and Upper Congo, and Bishop 
William Taylor has planted one at 
Stanley Pool and five stations on the. 
Lower Congo in behalf of the Metho- 
dist Church. Since the United States 
was the first nation to recegnize the 
Congo Free State, and since so many 
American citizems dre living in that 
State, I am surprised to tind that there 
is, as yet, no American consul ap- 
point to protect the American 
citizens who are living there. I 
trust this important matter will be 
brought before the authovities at Wash- 
ington. Already a declaration- has 
been made to the Belgian Government 
_by the International Association of the 
Congo, which was constituted by the 
Berlin Conference, in which nearly all 
the principal powers of Eurepe were 
represented and representatives of the 
United States took part. This declara- 
tion gives the assurance to foreigners 
who settle in this Congo Free State the 
right to buy, sell or lease ground and 
buildings situated thereon,to estab- 
lish houses of business and trade 
(without duties or imposts), under the 
sole condition of obeying the laws. It 
undertakes, in addition, to accord no 
advantage to the citizens of any one 
nation, without immediately extending 
it tothe citizens of all ather gations. 
All rivers, lakes, canals and roads are 
to be open to the free commerce ofe z!]

“Wares of whatever origin. imported 
under whatsoever flag, by sea or by 
land, shall be subject to no other taxes 
than such a$ may be Jevied as fair 
compensation for expenditure in the 
interest of trade.”

The Extravagant Ciaims Made fur a 
New liluminant. 
{Biectrical 

A recent report of the exhibition at 
the Crystal] Palace contains mention of 
a new illuminant, which, according to 
the inventor, is to supersede not only 
ic light, but which is so 
brilliant ani far-reaching as to make 
the arc light cast a shadow when 
t in comparison. The new 
agent is calied lucigen, avd is so 
powerful that at a distance of 150 
paces from a jet which costs but 3 
pence per hour. ordinary manuscript 
may be distinctly read. 

The cheapness of the new illuminant 
is accounted for by the fact that the 
crude and waste oils from gas factories 
is the source from which it is manu- 
factured, its costs.on the autbority of 
a gas analyst at Glasgow, being about 
one-tenth that of common gas.

Los ANGELES, Feb. 11.—{To the 
Editor of THe Tuxes.} The Herald, 
in reply to my communication in your 
columns, has been pleased to call me 
an ardent admirer of the protective 
tariff. I am unwilling to suppose that 
the editor of the Herald would inten- 
tionally misrepresent me. and must, 
therefore, believe that he did not read 
the article in your paper any further 
than the word tariff, which word un- 
settled his mind, as there is not a line 
or word in my communication to you 
to indicate that I am less the disciple 
of free trade than I am of protection 
to home industries. 

The reply of the Herald, though some- 
what lengthy, does not contain one 
sentence in answer to either of the 
questions [ propounded. He does say, 
however, that the free importation of 
wool, as well as that of iron, will 
stimulate the conversion of those two 
raw materials into things for use and 
consumption. In the face ot the supe- 
rior knowlege of the editor of the Her- 
ald, 1 will hazard the assertion that the 
hign or low cost of the raw material 
never did,nor never will, effect the 
conversionof raw material into articles 
of use and consumption. 

Thefiow price of ary! never caused a 
kiln to be set up and burnt into brick. 
The abundance and cheapness of iron 
ore never started up a blast furnace 
nor Kept an old one in operation. The 
cost of iron or steel, however little, 
never stimulated a capitalist or men 
-of enterprise, knowledge and experi- 
ence to establish works for the nmanu- 
facture of cutlery. The high or low 
price of wool or cotton never put a 
spindle nor a loom in motion, nor 
stopped one that was in operation. | 
| The Herald says that the free impor- 
tation of wool will stimulate and in- 
crease the.manufacture of articles 
from that staple. I have been a con- 
stant reader of the Herald for some 
years past, and never suspected that it 
was the advecate or defender of those 
rreat monopolists, the American man-

The San Jacinto Land Decision. 

Los ANGELES, Feb. 10.—{To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Times.] In your issue of 
this morning you say: | 

“The Supreme Court of California has 
decided the celebrated San Jacinto land 
case, giving to Indians the right to hold 
their lands. This is hard on those’ who 
hqlid a United States patent for a portion of 
the land, and shows the great need of cir- 
eee in carefully examining title 
especially where the land has been cover 
by a Spanish grant.” 

These Indians and their ancestors 
had been in peaceful possession of this 
land for 150 years when the grant 'was 
made, in 1842 or thereabouts. Their 
rights and possessions were recognized 
by the Mexican authorities, and they 
were named in the grant. The United 
Stutes patent which I procured was 
subject to their claims. When I was 
the principal owner of the San Jacinto 
rancho I always recognized the rights 
of these people. In thfs case the equi- 
ties are on the side of the Indians, and 
I think the decision a just one.

ARE THE LAKES SHALLOWING? 
Explanation of a Newly-discovered 
Mystery. 
(Cor. Washington Star, Feb 17.] | 
I noticed in your issue of gepterday 
an article from the Philadelphia Press, 
being a “special from Cleveland, 
Q.,”’ and headed, ‘‘ Where Has the 
Water Gone?—Serious Consequences 
Threatened by the Shallowing of the 
Great Lakes.”’ The special then goes 
on to say that “from observations 
made along the entire chain of lakes 
the startling discovery has been made 
that the surface of all the great inland 
seas has been lowered nearly a foot and 
a half during the past year.” .. . 
wateris sixteen inches lower 
than it was a year ago af this 
time, and istwo feet lower than it was 
last July.”’ “If the water does 
net rise enormous appropriations from 
Congress will be needed at once'to com- 
meneé dredging operations. The cause 
of this remarkable state of affairsisa 
mystery. Whether some immense sub- 
terranean outlet has suddenly been 
afforded for the vast body of water, or 
whether the tributary streams have 
been affected by drouth, is a matter for 
scientific men to determine.” | 
The idea of ‘some immense subter- 
ranean outlet’ to account for the alter- 
nate lowering and rising of the great 
lakes would, indeed, presuppose a 
“remarkable state Of affairs,’’ and 
would probably remain a ‘‘mystery”’ 
indeed until a possible “blow up” 
came to dissolve it. i 
But there is no mystery abont this 
long-known fact. A very fujl und 
complete article on the very subject 
appeared in the Popular Science 
Monthly for January, of this year, 
written by Bela Hubbard. That article 
gives a bistory of the low and high 
waters of the lakes from as far back as 
1797. Mr. Hubbard shows conclusively 
that the “intervals between -extremes 
(high and low water levels), vary 
from eight to fourteen years, the 
general mean being eleven years.” 
That is a rise and fall of the waters of 
the lakes, extending through several 
years,and amounting to an extreme 
difference of five feet” is historically 
true, and depends upon température 
and the consequent rainfall. The years 
of heavy rainfall are always tollowed 
with a lag of two years) by high-water 
evels. And the reverse occurs follow- 
ing seasons of drouth, a smal! rainfall. 
Thus ‘the true relation (dependence) 
of the lake periodicities upon those of. 
rainfall! is clearly shuwn.”’ 
The article then proceeds to show by 
meteorologica! records that the periods 
of high temperature (hot years) corre- 
spond with smal! rainfall periods, and 
vice versa, showing that temperature 
overns the condition of the water 
evelsof the lakes. It is then further 
shown by a table of ‘‘sun-spots’’ run- 
ning back to 1769, that the sun-spot and 
lake periods approximute in length, the 
mean of each being nearly identical. 
The conclusion of the whole discussion 
being “‘that the periods of maximum 
and minimum sun-spots, temperature 
and rainfall have an intimate relation 
to each other, and that this relation 
appears in the respective periodici- 
ties, which differ but little, while 
the means are nearly identical.’ In 
other words, our hot and cool seasons, 
our wet and dry seasons, and our high 
and low water levels, have a cycle of 
1] or 12 years in which the variations 
are accomplished, and all the result of 
the sun’s power and condition. Prof. 
Tyndall was not wrong, so far.as the 
material world is involved, when he 
Said that he found ‘all potency and 
power in the sun.”’ I trust my friends

An Electrical xhibition.
